GREAT FIRE AT LIVERPOOL. 

THE extensive establishment of Messrs. Jeffery, Oomptom House, 
was totally destroyed by fire on Friday right. 1: was в block of 
buildings іп Ohurch-street, and Basnett- street, of coloseal propor- 
tions. A large number ef the persons, male and female, employed 
by the firm slept on the premises. At ten o'clock со Friday night 
two police-cffioers were walking their beat in ''arleton-«treet when 
they observed smoke issuing from tho basement of Compton House, 
which is used as tho outfitting department. One instantly gave 
the alarm to the inmates of the domestic department, and the oiher 
hastened to Ше Fire Polioe-station, in Hatton-garden. The soc- 
tions of police had fast assembled for night dnt; ; and an eugine 
and а body of mea were promptly derpatched, and quickly followed 
up by others. Among these was the powerful steam engine re- 
contly purchased. It would аррзаг that the fire must have obtained 
considerable hold before it was discovered; aud the inflammable 
materisle which fed it, unfortunately, rendered it more thau a match 
for the water, immense though its volume, which was throwa upou 
it The alarm having been so promptly given, the inmates of 
the domestic part of the building abutting on Lefgh-street 
were fertunately rescued without any serious miphap Several 
of the female assistants had retired to rest, and the fire 
apread so rapidly that they had only time to throw blankets 
around each other, and, putting themselves in the саге cf the fire- 
men to reach the street in safety. On the first arrival of the 
engines the seat of the fire waa believed to be іш the basement on 
the Tarleton-atreet side of the premises. мерекесі А every effort 
was made to get jeta to play upon this. Con delay and imn- 
diment were caused by tho iron shutters; end when the firemen, 
y dint of axe and crowbar, eucoeeded in forcing а way th oagh 
there, в dense volume of swoke and flame forced thom back. Major 
Greig then seized a hydrant, and with grest.resolu!ion and exertion 
forced his way into the building. Other jete were thon brought іп, 
and it was hoped for а few minutes tho flsmes vere being-moatered. 
Тһе hope, however, was дейците, and the fire, in the 
direction of Basnett-street, soon gave evideuce that its (ше would 
only be spent by the destruction of tbe entire block. Thm abutters 
in Baenett-atreet became red-hot, and fell іп. Daring tht® time the 
steam fire-engine was throwing an immense volume of water into 
the burning pile. In the meantime the news had spread far and 
wide. Forty men from her Majesty's ship Donegal came and 
rendered most valuable assistance. Тһе West of England Fire 
Brigade, under Mr. Barrett, and the West Derby Volunteer Brigade, 
ander Mr. Buperirtendent Hurst, were in attendance with their reapso- 
схе engines. Every effort to stopthe progress of the firafailed. At mide 

night the flames burst through the roof, floor after floor gave wı 
and very soon nothing of the building remained bu‘ the blackened 
walls.

I will therefore endeavour to give you 
some idea of its probable оаозе. The disbolica! idea appoars frat to 
have entered into the miad of George William Gordon, about three 
years ago, of murdering or banishing from tho island all the white 
men and келмедің and influontisl brown mon, and putting it 
into possession of the blacks. He wes a man who had a protty 
good standing in soole'y, ani was member of tho Ascombly igh 
the parish of 3t. Thomas-in-the-East, now almost desolated, :

member of Mr. Watson’s church. Не was kind to ministers, 
and Г Бате more then onoa some tims with him, and was 
pleased with the Ohriatian way in whioh he conduc'ed his family, 
generally presiding at worship one pərt of each day 
After he was elected member of Assembly he became а lou!

Tux illusiratioa on page 409 represents the English steamer Ball- 
dog sinking & retel Hay tian schooner. 

‘The engagement between her Majeaty's ship Balldog and the in- 
surgent forces at Одре Haytien has now been reported in detail, and 
we are enabled to construct ап intelligible narrative of the occur- 
rences which resulted certeinly in à naval victory, but which cost 
Us a man-o'-war, and may possibly occasion further trouble. 

On the 23rd of October, а Јатаіса packet on her way to Овре 
Haytien was, it is said, fired into by а ship of war onlled the 
Vslorogue, in the service of that portion of the population which is 
now in arms against the Government. This insurgent faction is 
under the rule of a chief named Saluave, who is in sion of 
Oape Haytien, with its port and its fortifications, and who, it ap- 
pears, oan dispose of a certain naval force Why, however, one of 
these ships should have attacked a British t we cannot say. 
It is bard to suppose that the offence was absolutely gratuitous, and 
yet no explanation of it is offered. The cape must have been open, 
we presume, to foreigu vessels, for there were some of them in the 
harbour, aud there were also foreign consulates in the town, and 
foreigners ol various nations residing there in some numbers. The 
atiack, however, be it what it may, was made within sight of the 
Bulldog, the captain of which vessel immediately moved up to the 
spot, demanded an explanation, and ordered the Valorogue to desist. 

his order was obeyed, and the Valorogue retired to the port. 
From this point the proosedings are very plainly narrated. 

Въшвте, on being apprised of theincident, retaliated by an attack 
on the British cousulaie. Mr. Dutton, our consul at the Cape, had 
extended the protection of his house to gome Haytian Ъв- 
longing to the Government party.

GARDENING OPEHATIONR FOR THE WEEK 

FLOWER GARDEN —Protect carnations, auriculas, &», from 
severe weather. Onttiogs cf calceolarias, that are rooted, may be 
ee off. Ont down fuschias and mulch over with short liter ; 

at if desirous of preserving largo sp»olmens, protect with stakes 
and matting, tho interior filled with loose straw, and the remaining 
leaves on the fusohias removed to ргеузп monlidiness А little 
lime water round the roots of pansies will do good as a protection 
from slags. Protect the tender variaties of roses if not already 
done. Attend to frames daily; give as much light and air as the 
weather will permit Roll lawns and walks cocisionally in dry 
weather, and keep all tidy. 

KITCHEN GARDEN —Oontinue to earth un cabbage and winter 
greens. Look to cauliflower as advised last weak; also lettuce. If 
carrot are required early, make a rowing опа slight hot-bed 
Shoald froste set in, peas that hava shown above ground shou'd be 
lightly covered over with the soil, and over that a layer of sand, to 
protect them from slugs or the cold weather. Earth up celery. 
Collect horse droppings for spring muehroom Беда Keep upa 
succession of rhubarb and seakale by potting. 

Енілт GARDRN.—Oherrice, pars, plume, 42, if affested by a 
goala insest, should hava a good wathiog of a mixture of soft-soap, 
1098000, and lime-water.

Protect fig trees by unnailiog five or six 
branches at a time, and tying the same in bundles with ropes of 
straw оғ hay. Prune orchard trees gererally ; remove old branches ; 
out clean, and give a cost of paint to the wounds to exolnde wet.
